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Citations for Sidewalk 


Displays End for Now

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The SF 
Paelice Department agreed last week 
toa60-day moratorium on giving out 
citations to merchants who display 
food items on the sidewalks outside 
their stores. 

The department's decision came 
after a meeting last Wednesday 
With Chinatown merchants， 
Iepresentatives from the Chinatown 
Ghamber of Commerce and other 
concerned individuals. About two 
Weeks ago the Police Department 


began 1iSSuing citations to merchants 


Who displayed their goods illegally 
outside their stores. 


IThe merchants ， organized 
together to oppose the police action， 
claiming that they have been 
displaying their goods on the 
sidewalks without problems for a 
longtime. Wehavebeen doingitfor 
20years，said 下 dmond Lee, owner 
ofOrange Land on Stockton Street. 
“Our business is geared towards 
Sidewalk ，、 displays,， We attract 
customers that way. 


“Sidewalk displays are part of 
OUr culture,” asserted the orange 
imerchant.“[If merchants are not 
allowed to display their goods 


outside,] itwillnotonlyhurtbusiness

but also change our way of life.” 
Captain Casey of the Central 
im Chinatowny/ 
North ”Beach explained that the 
issuance of citations began only 
iecently in response to complaints 


from the merchants about Street 
peddlers. “The police are in a 
difficult position,”Casey Said.“ 玉 
action is taken against Street 
peddlers, we have to do the same to 
those merchants who are Violating 
the Same law.” 

According to Section 63 of the 
police code，nobody is allowed to 
place anything on the sidewalk that 
WwWould obstruct it for more than an 
hour. The code, however, has never 
been enforced even though sidewalk 
displays cause partial obstructions， 

HEALTH DEPARTMENT 

To complicate things further, the 
Health Department has allowed 
sidewalk displays of fruits and 
Vegetables as long as they are placed 
on Shelves that are 30 inches above 
ground and no more than 24 inches 
away from the buildings. 

Caseytold. EastJestthattwoor 
three citations Were given after the 
merchants had been warned at least 
twice about their alleged violations， 
The police had taken pictures of the 
stores， Showing that in some casesS， 
the displaysextended fourto five feet 
out into the sidewalk，leaving a 
passage of only-one to two feet for 
pedestrians.， 

However, the police do not want 
a confrontation with the merchants. 
“We wantto cooperateto work outa 
solution,”claimed. Casey. The 60- 
day moratorium on citations is 
designed to allow time for the 
Imerchants to work out a way to deal 
With the problem.

Because of the large number of 


people expected， admission times， 


once every half hour，are indicated 
on the tickets，The galleries can 
handle about 800 spectators an hour. 
With people coming in punctually, it 
is hoped that no overcrowdingwould 
OCCUT. 

More .than 200 pieces of 
extremely high quality will be 
exhibited， including ”paintings， 
ceramics，bronzes and Sculptures. 
The exhibition is the first to 
concentrate on_ only one museum， 
thus “Presenting the favor and 
characteristics of a single collection， 


The large selection of fine 
paintings of Ming and Qing dynasty 
masters, for example, represents the 
forte of the Shanghai Museum， 
Which houses one of the finest 
collection of paintings on the 
Chinese mainland. Neolithic pottery 
unearthed near Shanghai is another 
characteristic of the museum. 

Because of China's decision to 
stop_ future cultural and sports 
exchanges，the Shanghai Museum 
exhibition may very well be the last 
major exhibit of Chinese art for a 
while to come. 可 


One possible solution was 
offered by Louis Hop Lee，an 
attorney and civil SerVice 
commissioner. Lee Suggested a 
review ofthe law to see 让 the matter 
can be handled administratively. 

The attorney，who noted that 
“thelawis not very clear andhasnot 
been enforced formore than 20 or 30 
years,” indicated ”that its 
interpretation by _ city and police 
officials is key to such administrative 
action.“If they interpret the law to 
mean that merchants do not come 
Under the provisions (of Section 03 
ofthe police code), then the Problem 
is settled, he contended.

开 the administrative _ route 
doesn:t work, then Lee would go to 
the Board of Supervisorsin pursuit of 
new legislation to_introduce an

Court Orders Reconsideration 
Of N. Beach Office Conversion

SAN FRANCISCO The 
tenants of 1000 Montgomery St. 
have won a court Victory that could 
forestall the conversion of some of 
the residential units in their building 
to o 亿 ce space. The victory could 
force the Board of Permit Appeals to 
grant them a rehearing and possibly 
Overturn the prior decision allowing 
the conversion. 

The Planning Commission had 
granted the building owner, Thomas 
Lalanne，permission to convert 17 
residential units in the building to 
ofice space. Such a move would 
displace 36 residents, many of whom 
are Chinese Americans and Several 
of whom are elderly. (EVA 歼 3/3/82). 
The “commission ”ruling “was 
subsequently reviewed and upheld 
by the Board of Permit Appeals in 
September,，1982. 

AGREED 

Larry Yee, an attorney with the 
SF Neighborhood Legal Assistance 
FEoundation-” who represents the 
tenants，told 开 astJest that the 
tenants tooktheboardto court. They 
charged that the_ board had not 
Properly eXercised its 
Tesponsibilities when it reviewed the 
commission decision. ” Superior 
Court Judge Lawrence 玉 aye agreed 
with the tenants. 

“We took the Board of court on 
five counts,”Yee said, ranging from 
environmental impact questions to 
the actions of the Board.“The judge 


ruled in our favor on the first count: case to comply with the judge's 
that the Board had failed to exercise order,”Yee explained. 


its powers of independent review, 
The judge's order set aside the 
Board's _ decision to approve the 
Conversion.” 

Kaye felt that the board may 
have been intimidated by threats of 
legal action against it by Lalanne 赴 
the _ conversion was not allowed to 
proceed. 

“The developer had said that 让 
the Planning Commission's decision 
Were oOVerturned,， he would sue the 
board in federal court for taking his 
property away ”without just 
compensation,” Yee recounted. 
“One of the reasons the judge 
decided that the Board of Permit 
Appeals didn't exercise its 
responsibilities of independent 
Teview Was because they were afraid 
of being sued.” 

UNCERTAINTY 

While Yee was happy about the 
court decision, he acknowledgedthat 
there. was still ”considerable 
uncertainty about what the actual 
effect of the decision will be.“The 
caseis getting more and more legally 
complicated ， and ， there's some 
question about what the city is going 
to do with it.” 

At the last board meeting，the 
board did not know whatit should do 
to comply with 久 aye's decision, Yee 
noted.“The city attorney s office 
WwWas telling the board that the board 
doesn't have to re-hear the entire 
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Citations 
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storesS. 

SFE ” Supervisor Hongisto has 
already been approached by the 
Chinatown merchants onthis matter. 
“I wrote aletter to the mayor 
explainingthis unfortunate change in 
policy,” said the supervisor.“I am 
willing to change the law 让 
necessary,butit wouldbebetter, ”he 
claimed, “if the mayor makes 3 
policy adjustment to go back to the 
]awSs We Were Used to'. and not to 
harass the merchants.” 

The merchants will not be taking 
any further action until they hear 
from City Hall， according to 
attorney Lee. A meeting to discuss 
the issuehasbeen Scheduledfor May 
17 at the Chinese Consolidated 
Benevolent Association. According 
to its president Dale King, members 
of the Chinese _ Chamber of 
Commerce， Chinese American 
Citizens Alliance，and the newly 
formed “Chinatown Improvement 
Association，as well as merchants 
and interested individuals， are 
expected to attend the meeting. 

The ，citations have Taised 
questions of racial discrimination. 
"Sidewalk displays are notlimitedto 
Chinatown. You see them in other 
areas Such as Fishermans Wharf,” 
noted _ Harrison Lim, president ，of 
the Chinese Consolidated 
Benevolent ”Association. ” “This 
picking on Chinatown certainly has 
overtones of racial discrimination ,” 
he charged. 

DISCRIMINATING 

Burton Lee， president ”of 
Stockton Street Merchants 
Association，felt 1likewise. “The 
police are discriminating against 
Chinese,”he said. Lee is“totally 
against” citing ”merchants for 
displaying their goods on the 
sidewalks，even though his own El 
Dorado Meat Market on Stockton 
doesnt put out any sidewalk 


displays. Outside the store, however， 
is SF's largest Chinese newspaper 
stand， which，Lee contended，is 
completely legal. 

Orange Lands Edmond Lee, on 


the otherhand,feltthat in spite ofthe 
citations, the police have been “very 
cooperative and very concerned to 
help Chinatown.” 

Managing director of Hon's 
China Center，Hon Wah Cheung 
argued that Some .citations .Were 
rightfully issued.“These people are 
Violating the law,”he said.“Weside 
with the law,， and 工 dont think the 
Chinese Chamber .of Commerce 
Should Side with the law-breakers.2” 

Another man from Chinatown 
who does not wish to be identified 
believed that the Problem is not 
between Chinatown Imerchants and 
the police，bnut rather that between 


_ Inerchants and beddlers. 


“The police have no alternative 
but to enforce the laws evenly. It is 
difficult for them to distinguish 
between merchants and peddlers ,2 
he contended. “The merchants want 
to have their cake and eat it，too: 
They want to bend the laws to suit 
their Own economic interests.” 

LEGISLATION 

JIf legislation，such as the one 
Suggested by Louis Lee, is passed, it 
Would certainly be inthe interest of 
the merchants，Whether peddlers 
would benefit from it remains to be 
Seen. “Ifthe peddlers come forward 
to state theirviews,Iam surethe law 
would taken them into consideration， 
too,”opined the attorney. 

Edmond Lee， who told 
尼 astWJesf that illegal street 
peddlers are taking business away 
from him，also emphasized finding 
“an equitable solution for 
everybody.” However，he doesn't 
think there is a need for any more 
Street peddlers since he believesthat 
Chinatown already has more than 
enough merchants. 

Although peddlers can be seen 
everywhere i 记 “Chinatown， the 
number of legal ones are veIV 
limited. Accordingto Casey, only 25 
permits have been issued for the 
area， These，he indicated were 
issued some time ago.“ Since the law 
Was passed in July :82，no more 
permits have been issued， he 
reported. 

The moratorium on peddlers” 
permits was partly the result of

The law imposes stringent 


restrictions on where and when 
peddlers can hawk their wares. Few， 
however，heed the law. In order to 
compete， many Imerchants have 
resorted to the peddlers”methods 
themselves. 

Josephine Lo,owmner of Shanghai 
JImport on Grant Avenue, had been 
displaying the gift shop's wares out 
on the sidewalk until the recent 
crackdown. Lo explained that she 
Was forced to do so because street 
peddlers were competing with her 
Tight outside her store， 

UNFAIR 

“They were selling several boxes 
(containing SS dozen each) of 
umbrellas a day at $2 retail. That is 
really unfairbecause ourcostis$2,” 
She complained. 了 he gift shop Owner 
SOoon retaliated，and undercut the 
peddlers” Prices by selling her 
umbrellas for only $1.90. 

“We place merchandise outside 
only to attract customers,” 
explained Lo.“We use them as loss 
leaders， With theft and everything， 
We can barely break even.” 

“The , competition is unfair,” 
chimed in Edmond Lee.“I have to 
pay rent, taxes, garbage disposal and 
many other things，Ihe peddlers 
don't pay anything, and 论 they dirty 
up the streets, we getblamed for 让 .” 
The orange Imerchant also sees the 
peddlers _ creating health problems 
and an Underground economy, Since 
many don't report all their income to 
the IRS. 

A spokesman for Health Center 
4 reported that many people are 
abusing the health codes on display 
of fruits and vegetables. He told 
ast 了 esfthat atleastfive citations 
for health code violations are issued 
eVeIy Week; 


CONTROLLED 

Al Chinn， Principal health 
inspector at Health Center 4， 
emphasized that the citations and 
warnings Were not designed to make 
things hard for the merchants.“We 
could easily go after their permits 让 
wehad wanted to, but we don't want 
to come down so hard on them that 
they go out of business,”said the 
district chief. “Wejust want to keep 
things at a controlled level.” 

The health inspector is 
concerned about keeping Chinatown 
clean. Peelings scattered over the 
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streets can Cause people to slip over 
and_get Killed，We want to keep 
things _ clean， We want to keep a 
certain ，flavor ip ”Chinatown， 
because, afterall,itis atouristarea.2” 

Dean Woo, a real estate broker， 
concurred _ about cleanliness， He 
noted that widewalk displays byboth 
Imerchants and peddlers are very 
mesSy. “We Should have Some 


restrictions on these displays;，” he- 


opined.“Right now the merchants 
are really overdoing it. 

“Theytalk abouttheirrights, but 
people [pedestrians] have rights， 
too,”Woo continued.“Sometimes 
they hawk the whole sidewalk and 
people can't eVven Walk-

The award was presented to the 
Seattle Chinese American 
Democrat on Saturday, April 23 on 
the University of Washington 
campus during the group'Ss event 
recognizing Rape Awareness Week. 

The first-term legislator Was 
honored forhis centralrole in gaining 
passage ofanew statelawduring the 
current Session Which makes rape 
within marriage - jillegal. Locke 
sponsored the .House bil，and 
lobbied each member personally to 
gain their support，Ihe bill was 
approved late last month by the 
House without a single dissenting 
Vvote. 
“IT felt very strongly: about the 
bill， and did what I could to get 
passed,” Locke ”said “IT feel 
extremely honored by the coalition S 
award. They deserve a great deal of 
the credit . for their Persistant 
lobbying efforts in Olympia.” 

“I am very hopeful that the new 
jaw will serve as adeterrentby firmly 
stating that society will not tolerate 
SeXual violence toward WwWives by 
their husbands,”he added.

Zia stated that the ACJ，which 
formed specially in response to the 
Vincent Chin killing and sentencing， 
has learned that the Justice 
Department has decided to step in 
and conduct  a ”preliminary 
investigation ofthe matter.“The six- 
week investigation will be to check 
out the facts,”she explained. 

The group has also begun 
discussions about a possible recall 
campaign against the judge and 
prosecutor. Supporters and friends 
of Chin have already filed a $6 
million civil suit for wrongful death 
against the two killers. Zia opined 
that the judge's ruling on re- 
Sentencing Should not affect the 
eventual outcome of the civil trial. 

Other actions are also planned. 
“Werre .going to have a 
demonstration on May 9, to draw 
attention to the civil rights 
Violation,” the group:S Secretary 
continued.

Food Stamp Program Causes 
Problems for Some Grocers 


“Because food stamps are like a 
quasi-currency,”Canuto explained， 
“there is a temptation for grocers to 
traffic for profit. And eyen though 让 
is Tare, it does happen.” 

The penalties for food stamp 
Violations vary _ according to the 
Severity ofthe violations. Under new 
rules, put into effect in the beginning 
of this year，wholesale and retail 
grocers face considerably stiffer 
penalties than ever before， 

DISQUALIFIED 

Stores caught selling non-food 
items may be disqualified from food 
stamp trading for six months to five 
years for the first violation of food 
stamp rules; for onetotenyears fora 
second “Violation; and “possibly 
permanently disqualified for a third 
Violation. 

Stores caught traficking food 
stamps may be permanently barred 
from the Food Stamp Program for 
their first violation, and owners may 
even face-federal criminal charges. 

Phil ”Canuto “emphasized， 
however，that the vast majority of 
grocers are eager to comply with the 
rules. Most grocers would not want 
to jeopardize their participation in 
the _ program because，for many， 
being disqualified could mean going 
out of business， 

In an effort to help grocers 
comply with the rules, the USDA 
provides them with literature to act 
as general guidelines for food stamp 
transactions.。Limitations of this 
literature，as well as Some of the 
policies of the Food and Nutrition 
Service, may be part of the reason 
Whysomany Asian grocershavehad 
problems ”with the food stamp 
program. This same situation could 
also _ potentially afifect future Asian 
participation. 

PROCEDURES 

One brochure outlines 
proceduresthat the grocershoulduse 
in handling food stamps 一 how they 
should be authorized; how to handle 
Sales tax and make change; and goes 
over the._ eligible food items. 和 A 
“question and answer”brochure is 
also_ available，and is designed 
Specifically for cashiers in the 
handling of food stamp problem 
Situations. 

Unfortunately，- according to 
Canuto，'the extensive guideline 
literature is available only in English 
and Spanish. 

When asked whether the lack of 
Asianbilingualmaterials constituted 
a“problem” in the Food Stamp 
Program, he replied，“Quite frankly， 
yes. There are so many ethnic groups 
that we serve;”he explained,“and 
the cost of publication is so high” 
that it is di 人 cult to make bilingual 
materials readily available.

Again; No Specific Plan Yet

compromise may finally emerge at 
the city planning commission S 
public hearing on the Ning Yung 
project on May 5 at City Hall, room 
282. 

The pPIOposed luxury 
condominium project，located .at 
814-828 Stockton Street， has 
created considerable concern in the 
commnunity. .CE 了 到 1/19/83)，Ihe 
commission has postponed four 
times the announcement of any 
decision on the multi-story 
development project Sponsored by 
the Ning Yung Association， 3 
member ofthe Chinese Consolidated 
Benevolent “ Association， ”better 
known as the Six Companies. 

PROPOSAL 

“Things still haven't fallen into 
place yet, but something has to come 
up [by May 5],”said Mary Anne 
Miller，a_ staff person at the city 
Planning department. TIhe 
department is responsible for 
devising a proposal agreeable to all 
the parties concerned.“Alot of good 
ideas have been Suggested,” she 
acknowledged“and we are trying to 
come Up with a conglomerate 
version of various ideas.” 

One ofthe main areas'of concern 
is the building's height, and its effect 
on the neighboring open Space. The 
originalplan calls fora 132-foot, 12- 
story building. The Ning Yung 
Association felt that the 29 
residential condominiums contained 
in this building, together with 3,460 
square feet of office space and 3,260 
square feet of retail space，wWould 
bring prosperity to Chinatown: 

Various community groups and 
individuals，however，have voiced 
concern Over the environmental 
impact of such a tall building. Ihe 
Chinatowna Neighborhood Im- 
provement Resources Center felt 


that the“height and design of the 
Ning Yung building will not only be 
incongruous with the small-scale 
character of surrounding buildings， 
but will influence the overall pattern 
of future development in the 
Stockton Street area.” 

According to a University of 
California study, the shadow castby 
the proposed building will reduce the 


”amount of sunlight falling on the 


Chinese Playground directly behind 
the _ building. Many _ community 
organizations working with younger 
children have written to the planning 
commission voicing their opposition 
to the loss of sunshine and open 


Space. 
COSTLY 

During the many negotiation 
sessions, it has been Suggested that 
the developer bring back more open 
space elsewhere im Chinatown. 
Miller emphasized that such 
provision of an alternate parcel of 
open space would be very costly. 

The redquirements of an open 
space with atleast3,000 square feet， 
located 记 a central area in 
Chinatown, and possessing qualities 
in terms of sunshine and open space 
that the Chinese Playground would 
no longer have after the erection of 
the Ning Yung building, are difficult 
to meet, She admitted. 

“[The developers]maybe willing 
to compromise somewhatin height， 
Miller conjectured, “but there is 
nothing very warm in terms of an 
offering [of an alternate site for open 
Space]. Right now the- -chances are 
rather remote. 

-Miller reported working on a 
range of heights and:-a range of 
mitigations ”in  ” the” ”Various 
negotiations. “The height will be 
somewhere between 80 feet to 132 
feet: We hope to arrive at Something 
that everyomne will be able to live 
With.”

Dick Wong, one of the partners 
of Fiory and Wong Architects who 
designed the condominium project， 
stressed that the main obstacle is 
height.“Were willing to lop a little 
bit off the building height,” he told 
astYJFest How muchhe wouldnot 
say，but noted that even 120 feet 
would mean taking o 任 1096 from the 


Original height. 


“Ning Yung's intention is to 
build as many apartments as possible 
as 3 benefit to the city,， Wong 
claimed. Fewer stories，while still 
feasible，would cut down on the 
amount of housing provided，the 
architect noted. 

However, even abuilding half as 
tall as that could create Substantial 
loss of sunshine.“Anything over 50 
feet would cast a significant shadow 
over the playground,”argued Alton 
Chin of the Chinatown 
Neighborhood Improvement 
Resources Center. 

The final height proposed by the 
Planning department will probably 
be somewhere in between. There has 
been rumors of a 90-foot building， 
with various mitigations attached. 

There were also suggestions of 
setting back some ofthe upperfloors 
to minimize the amount of shading. 
That, however, will cut into the area 
and may not make the Tesulting 


dwelling units as attractive to 
potential luxury “condominium 
buyers. 

TRAFFIC 


The proposed Ning Yung project 
has also raised other concerns. The 
eight parking spaces in the building 
will create increased traffic in Hang 
这 h Alley in the back of the building. 
The Chinatown Alleyways 
JImprovement ”Association， the 
Chinatown Transportation Research 
and Improvement 了 Project， and 
various other community groups 
have raised their objections to 
increased traffic congestion ”in 
Chinatown，which could affect the 
Safety of residents and pedestrians.

“Since the early days of this

He also noted the“outstanding 
contributions to the social scientific， 
econaomic， cultural and political 
development of the US”in his call 
for a national-heritage week.

In this years proclamation 
declaring the Heritage Week，

GOLDEN SPIKE 

The timing of :the annual 
Heritage Week is significant. There 
is no precise date when Asians first 
came to the US, but it is known that 
the first Japanese person came to the 
US on May 7, 1843. Perhaps more 
importantly for Chinese Americans， 
May 10,，1869 was Golden Spike 
Day，the day the last Spike was 


driven on the transcontinental 
Tailroad. 
“The ”Chinese contributed 


Significantly to the building of the 
railroads in this country,， Mineta 
declared. 

Chan noted that the idea for a 


heritage festival actually started 
much earlier than 1977:. The 
museum hosted a Similar festival in 
1970.“It set a precedent for all 
Asian festivals,”he said.“Nothing 
like it had ever happened before. 


Attendance at the 1970 festival < 


greatly exceeded expectations, Chan 
added. Over 40,000 people visited 
the booths， exhibits and 
demonstrations. “We thought 让

JDespite the success of the 1970 
event it was difficult to get people to 
participate in the revived festival. 
“But now, this is the 他 fth year the 
museum has put it on, So we ve built 
up atrack record. Word gets around 
andthe eventis very popular. People 
look forward to it and expectit eveIy 
year，Its the grand social get- 
together of the  _ year” Chan 
observed. 

The influx of Southeast Asians 
into the Bay Area in recent years has 
broadened the scope of the groups 
involved in the festival.“At first, we 
just had Chinese and some Japanese 
exbibits.

Scientist Seeking Asylum 
Charged with Battery at UC 


SAN FRANCISCO Xia 
Yuren， the ”Chinese ， research 
Scientist Seeking political asylum in 
the US was Unexpectedly arrested 
]ast week and charged with making a 


Sexual advance to a UC Berkeley . 


Student， 

Shortly after Xia's immigration 
hearing had been adjourned for noon 
receSs，two _ officers from the UC 
Berkeley Police Department rose 
from the audience, arrested Xia, and 
led him away in handcuffs to the 
Berkeley City Jail where he Was 
charged with battery. 

According to 3a university 
Spokesperson， 又 ia approached a 
woman on March 14, outside of the 
School s Moffitt Library and grabbed 
her buttocks， When the woman 
pushed him away， 和 ia fled on his 
bicycle. The arrest was the second 
time in two years that ia had been 
jailed for allegedly fondling female 
Students. - 

Campus Police Chief Derry 
Bowles said o 亿 cers didnotknow the 
name of the Suspect until they 
Showed the woman 3a story about 
Xia's asylum petition，which had 
appeared in the SF Chromaicle on 
April5.The storyhad mentionedthe 
previous arrestincident and included 


Xia?s photo. The victim chose 和 ia's- 


picture from a series of mug shots， 


but investigators did not know where 
he lived, so campus police came to 
the SF immigration court Toom to 
arrest him.

Xia came to the US in 1981 
through  a Scientific exchange 
Program and began working at the

molested a young girl. The charge 
was dropped on Feb. 25, 1982. Two 
days later 和 ia was brought to SF by 
Chinese officials，allegedly for his 
return to China. 

Five days later Xia escaped from 
the Chinese Consulate and，after 
being denied refuge by Taiwan 
Iepresentatives，he was arrested on 
immigration charges by US agents.

The compactor，which is being 
donated for the pilot period by 
Golden Gate ScavengeI can han- 
dle between 80-112 cubic yards of 
trash. More importantly，asserted 
the task force, the compactor ap- 
piroach can add to the “general 
cleanliness and appearance of the 
neighborhood”by getting the gar- 
bage“out of sight.?”

Shareholders of California National 
Bank held their annual meeting last 
Friday， amid charges of bank 
Imismanagement and fierce infighting 
among the bank directors. 

The directors had been locked in 
abitter proxy fight for control ofthe 
bank, a fight that led one faction to 
Sue the other in court (ZE/ 玉 
4/27/83).， The major issue at 
Friday'"s shareholders meeting was 
an attempt to resolve this dispute. 

The majority faction，consisting 
of seven of the thirteen Imermbers of 
the board of directors，wished to 
reduce the number of directors to 
eight. Underthis proposal, five ofthe 
eight would be from the majority 
group and three would be from the 
minority,，challenger group. 

According to informed sources， 
the majority group had a slight edge 
in proxy votes and could have forced 
its proposal on the other directors. 
But a five-to-three weighting on an 
eight-member board was thought to 
be unfair to the minority directors. 

JInstead，the directors agreed to 
form an 11-member board of 
directors. Six of the members are 
from the majority group and five 
from the minority group. 口

Henry Der, executive director of 
CAA， had “ contacted “Rudy 
Rothenberg， gerieral manager of the 
PUC, once before about the issue of 
Asian Americans on the cable car 
project (EL 于 4/13/83)，but was 
dissatisfied with the response. The 
PUC is in charge of ensuring 
compliance with affirmative action 
goals on city contracts. 

“Weare distressed that thePUC 
and O"Brien-Kreitzberg (the prime 
contractor on the project) are more 
interested in offering excuses for the 
underrepresentation of Asian 
Americans in the workforce of the 
Cable Car System Rehabilitation 
Program than in taking affirmative 
steps to correctthe disparityin Asian 
American employment in the 
project ”Der wrote in a letter to the 
PUC. 

Der particularly objected to a 
telephone survey by  O'Brien- 
Kreitzberg of thirty-six Asian 
Americans whose names had been 
Submitted by CAA as possible 
WwWorkers on the cable car project. 
Only nine ofthe 36 were reached by 
the contractor, who questioned them 
abonut their desire to work on the 
Project. 

CAA chargedthat such an action 
would only confuse those called and 
raise false hopes, Since no actualjobs 
were offered. “CAA clients have 
already stated their unequivocal 
interest in being hired for the 
Rehabilitation Program,”Dernoted. 

Der also dismissed Rothenberg's 
observation that SF affirmative 
action goals only specify “minority” 
participation，without reference to 
Specific _ ethnic groups. “CAA 
Strongly believes that SF has both a 
moral and a legal obligation to 
extend bona fide equal employment 
opportunities to Asian American 
applicants,” Der declared. 口
